The American Red S tar proposes to j 
follow the lead of the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of ( ’m alty to Ani­ 
m als of England, which has hospitals j 
behind the battle lines, equipped to 
core for I -.otto horses and has suc­ 
ceeded In curing 84 per emit of the j 
anim ala which w ere turned over to Its 
care by the British veterinary corps. 
B efore this relief work was started, 
horses Injured In battle were shot tit 
once, now they are given surgical ald 
and returned to the front when cured. J 
It Is estimated that the work of this 
British society lins saved the British 
government $30,000,000 In horse flesh. I 
It Is estim ated that of the 4,300.000 
horses o.i the battlefield of Europe, I 
more than a million and a half are 
from this country. 
These were ob­ 
tained largely before the United Stilt es 
entered tin* war. when buyers for for­ 
eign governm ents combed this country 
for animals.
